MINUTES OF THE MEETING OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 
CORCORAN GALLERY OF ART 
MARCH 24, 1980 


The regular bi-monthly meeting of the Board of Trustees of the 
Corcoran Gallery of Art was held at the Gallery on Monday, 

March 24, 1980. The following members of the Board were present: 
Mesdames Abramson, Barry, Bechhoefer, Boorstin, Collins (Docent Chm), 
Denby (Women's Comm.), Gart, Nef, Petrie, Smith, Vanderpool, 

M. Warner, Yerkes; and Messrs. Daly, Firestone, FitzGerald, Kinney, 
Koteen, Kreeger (Chairman), Scherer, Schwartz, Slaughter, Wilkinson, 
Winsor, Woodward. Also present were Dr. Marzio, Director and Chief 
Executive Officer; Dr. Nygren, Curator of Collections; Mrs. Muccio, 
Director of Development and Membership; Ms. Goffe, Director of 
Finance and Planning; Adm. Snead, Director of Buildings and 
Grounds; Mr. Thomas, Dean of the Art School; and Ms. Tilley, 

Special Events. 

The Meeting was called to order by the Chairman at 12:35 PM, 


Report of the President 


Mr. Kreeger welcomed a new Trustee, Mrs. Murray Gart. 

Dr. Marzio was called upon to explain some of the Museum 
Mid-year Budget Adjustments. He emphasized that while at this 
time there is a cash-flow squeeze, there will be about $700,000 
coming in from the NEA grant, from the Hammer Foundation pledge, 
and the Park Service Fund, which will later correct the temporary 
necessity of dipping into the Corcoran endowment. 

Dr. Marzio and Mr. Kreeger presented a new proposal extended by 
Mr. Stanley Westreich, well-known area builder. Mr. Westreich 
proposed to do a feasibility survey to determine whether the plot 
of ground on the North side of the Gallery, owned by the Corcoran, 
would be suitable for an office building. The plot is at 
present used as a parking lot for Corcoran personnel. Mr. Westreich 
would assume the cost of the survey, approximately $15,000. If an 
office building could indeed be constructed, the benefits to the 
Corcoran could be the use of a number of offices for staff, as 
well as for storage for the collection; alternatively, the 
Corcoran might participate in profits from such a building. 

The Executive Committee had considered this proposal, as had 
the Building and Grounds Committee, and agreed that it might well 
be of benefit to the Gallery. The basic attitude of both Committees 
was "What do we have to lose?". Certain stipulations were made 
on the proposal: If it proves feasible to use the plot for an 
office building, subject to building permits, and Fine Arts 
(bmmission authorization, then whatever the project is must 
be submitted to other builders for bids, but because of Mr. 
Westreich's initiative in spending the $15,000 for a survey. 
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he would be permitted to meet or better any of those bids, within 
a period of one year. The Westreich study must be completed in 
90 days, and final plans for the building within one year. 

At present a portion of the Union Building, which adjoins this 
property, is actually on a part of the plot under consideration, 
and the Corcoran therefore receives $10,000 per year, for 10 years, 
as compensation, along with parking privileges. 

Both Mr. Kreeger and Dr. Marzio commented on a previous survey, 
made many years ago, to use the plot as a new wing for the Gallery, 
which would be a long-term possibility. At the time of that 
survey the use of the plot for an office building was rejected 
because of the small size of the land and the Fine Arts 
Commission refusal to permit a wing too close to the United Unions 
Building. 

The stipulation in the present proposal, namely that Mr. Westreich 
would have "first refusal" on construction of a building, brought 
varied comments: Mr. Koteen believed that such a stipulation would 
be entirely negative, discouraging other builders from presenting 
any bids. However, Mr. Koteen suggested that the Corcoran might 
reimburse Mr. Westreich with the $15,000, if another builder has 
the winning bid. Ms. Smith believed that possible ill-will for 
the Gallery might result, particularly among those builders 
who are Board members, or large contributors. 

Ms. Vanderpool believes much consideration should be given to 
the long-term possibility that the Gallery may need to use the 
plot for its own purposes; Mr. Schwartz thought that, even with 
a feasibility survey which advises affirmatively on a building, 
the survey itself may not be accurate and should be studied; 

Ms. Yerkes believed that the Corcoran may be enhanced by an 
office building, and that the idea need not be rejected unless 
there is concerted thinking on the project. 

Mr. Kreeger, considering the varied views of the Trustees, and 
the questions that had been raised, decided to invite views of 
builders who serve on the Board, before the Westreich proposal 
is either approved or disapproved by the Board. 

Dr. Marzio continued detailing explanation of budget adjustments. 
Since the subject had previously been reviewed by Messrs. Kinney. 
FitzGerald, Jewett and Marzio, Mr. Kinney moved that the budget 
adjustment be accepted. Motion seconded and approved. 

In discussing the Auditorium Renovation, with plans and proposed 
interior decoration on view in drawings. Dr. Marzio reported that 
$25,000 had been received, the first installment of the Hammer 
Foundation pledge, and another $25,000 would be in by April 1, 1980. 
However, he and Mr. Kreeger are conferring with Dr. Hammer 
in California, April 8, in hopes that the remaining $200,000 of 
the pledge will be available immediately so that work on the 
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Auditorium mey be completed by early autumn. Mr. Lethbridge is 

the architect. Climate control will be installed, and the 

entrance foyer renovated. The adjoining school offices also 

will be renovated, at the expense of the Gallery, since those offices 

will be open to view upon entering The Armand and Frances 

Hammer Auditorium. 

Dr. Marzio announced that the Mobil financed "Open Night" at the 
Gallery would be Thursday. The Mobil Grant for this purpose is $60,000. 

Report of the Dean 

Mr. Thomas called upon Ms. Millie Warner, as co-chairman of the 
SurPrize Party, scheduled for May 20, 1980. Tickets were 
distributed to each Trustee. Ms. Warner, also Mr. Daly, another 
co-chairman of this event, detailed the excellent prizes offered, 
and the expectation of the amount which may be realized. These 
contributions can be used to match the challenge of the one-to-one 
Grant of $100,000 to the School, from the Cafritz Foundation. 

Mr.Kreeger explained that the $180,000 Challenge Grant from the 
Cafritz Foundation was divided into $100,000 to the School, 

$50,000 to the Gallery, and $30,000 for Development. 

Because Mr. Hull was absent, there was no discussion of the Dupont 
Center, nor of the proposal to use the Jackson School, which would 
have to be considered by the Board of Education before any 
decisions can be made. 

Committee Reports 

Mr. FitzGerald reported that his Development Committee had been 
working on various proposals for contributions, and that membership 
had moved forward. He mentioned specific grants from such 
corporations as AT&T, Bender Foundation, Coca Cola, IBM, Mobil Oil, 

Mars Foundation, and Charles E. Smith, whose pledge of $25,000 over 
five years had so far given the first $5,000. Mr. FitzGerald 
commended the fine work of Ms. Muccio and staff, making possible 
progress on every front. He emphasized that particular attention 
must be given to getting the first $58,000 of the NEA Grant of 
$174,000. The $58,000 must be matched, and spent, in order 
that w:e receive the rest of the NEA Grant, which was designated for 
climate control, increased security, and enlarged storage space. 

This amount therefore should have priority, and Trustees are 
urged to give unrestricted contributions. 

Ms. Vanderpool reported that, at its February meeting, the Works 
of Art Committee had recommended to the Executive Committee that 
a group of important Corcoran paintings be loaned to the large 
United States Painting Exhibition from Public Collections in 
Washington to be held in Mexico City, Nov. 15 - Dec. 31, 1980. 

Other participating museums from Washington include the National 
Collection of Fine Arts, the National Gallery, the Hirshhorn 
Museum and the Phillips Collection. Dr. Nygren is directing the 
loan of paintings from the Corcoran. They include:

Ms. Vanderpool moved that these paintings be loaned. Motion 
seconded and approved. Ms. Vanderpool also asked for a motion to 
approve certain loans to other museums, and this motion was 
seconded and approved. Dr. Nygren reported on exhibitions at 
the Corcoran which would be travelling exhibitions, such as the 
Vantongerloo. Ms. Abramson commented on the excellent work done 
by Dr. Nygren in very many shows during the past months. 

The Women's Committee Report was given by Marian Denby, new 
Chairman of the Committee. 24 tables have been taken by corpor¬ 
ations, and 9 tables more than planned have been sold. Many 
reservations have had to be turned down. The Ball therefore 
should be financially extremely successful. 

In the absence of Mr. Gerstin the Friends Report was given by 
MS. Bechhoefer. The first China trip for the Corcoran group 
netted $4,750 for the Gallery, plus $860 for the Friends. 

The second trip, to take place October 4-25, 1980, has a few 
seats unsold but should easily be filled. There are 15 places, 
and each will bring a contribution of $200 to the Gallery. 

In the absence of Ms. Salant, the Education and Shop Committee 
Report was given by Ms. Warner. Comment on the Corcoran television 
program on Sundays at 12:30 PM is good. For the fall exhibition 
of the Armand Hammer Collection Dr. Hammer will publish note cards, 
with pictures from his collection, to be sold in the Shop. 

Mr. Wilkinson, Special Events ,reported that the Menuhin luncheon 
on March 17 had been sold out and was a great success. He appealed 
for Trustee attendance at the Art Group Luncheon March 31, when 
Bruce Davidson, noted photographer, would be the speaker. A 
probable speaker for May would be William Macomber of the 
Metropolitan Museum, New York, and Mr. Kreeger suggested the 
possibility of obtaining Philip Johnson as a speaker either in June 
or early autumn. The Tokyo String Quartet will perform on March 28. 
On the 27th, on Panorama, there will be a notice of the performance, 
which will be recorded by WETA. The National Symphony Quartet 
performs on April 3rd. 
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As Chairman of Docents, Ms. Collins spoke of the increasingly varied 
program, drawing many more groups of adults and children than here- 
to-fore. The Senegal Exhibition has been unusually popular. Packets 
on the poetry and art of Senegal have been sent into the schools. 

At this time there are 35 to 40 classes on scheduled tours. The 
docent program is also reaching out to senior citizens, with lectures 
and tours. 

Dr. Marzio urged Trustees to watch for Congressmen with special 
interests in the arts, and try to keep them on the Hill. Dr. Marzio 
feels that the task of presenting the case for art, on the Hill, 
is not easy but is definitely positive, and hopefully will bear 
good results. 

Since a motion for the approval of the Minutes of the meeting of 
the Board of Trustees on January 28th had not been made, Mr. Kinney 
made the motion, which was seconded and unanimously approved. 

There being no further business, the meeting was adjourned 
at 2:20 PM.

MINUTES OP THE MEETING OP THE BOARD OP TRUSTEES 
CORCORAN GALLERY OP ART 
May 23, 1980 


The regular bimonthly meeting of the Board of Trustees of the 
Corcoran gallery of Art was held at the Gallery on Friday, May 23, 
1980 (the last Monday in May being a Holiday). The following mem¬ 
bers of the Bca rd were present: Mesdaraes Abramson, Alper, Bechhoe- 
fer, Boorstin, Brown, Collins, Denby, Gart, Heinz, Lloyd, Logan, 
Marks, Nef, Sarnoff, Vanderpool, and M. Warner; and Messrs. Bond, 
Carter, FitzGerald, Polger, Gerstin, Hull, Jewett, Koteen, Kreeger 
(Chairman), Mars, Oxrnan, Saul, Scherer, and Swift. Also present 
were Dr. Marzio, Director and Chief Executive Officer; Ms. Living¬ 
ston, Associate Director; Mrs. Muccio, Director of Development and 
Membership; Ms. Goffe, Director of Finance and Planning; and Ms. 
Tilley, Special Events Coordinator. 

Mr. Kreeger called the meeting to order at 12:30 p.m. and 
announced his intention to adjourn by 2:00 o’clock. He then wel¬ 
comed Mrs. Heinz, Mrs. Sarnoff, and Mr. Mars to their first meeting 
as Corcoran Trustees. 

As the first order of business the Board approved the corrected 
Minutes of the Board meeting of March 2k* 1980. 

Report of the President 


At Mr. Kreeger's request. Dr. Marzio presented and comment¬ 
ed upon the Statement of Income and Expenses for Museum and School 
for the 8-month period ending April 30, 1980 (attached). He called 
particular attention to the Fund Balance total of $3°3>093» which 
he described as less impressive than it appears but considerably 
better than a year ago. He added that a forthcoming accrued income 
statement would serve to clarify further the Corcoran's current 
fiscal position. He notod too that the above figure did not include

a first-instalment payment of 3150,000 from the National Park 
Service pursuant to the so-called 3 Institutions Proposal, that 
payment having been xe ceived after April 30, 

Mr, Kreeger expressed the hope that the total amount to be 
recei'ved from the Gongrssional appropriation in question would be 
$ 300 , 000 , and that this would be only the first in a series of 
annual grants to the beneficiary institutions (i*e, the Corcoran 
and the Polger Library, the Arena Theater having been at least 
temporarily disqualified), Mr, Koteen reported that the authoriz¬ 
ing legislation required to place this new source of funding on a 
continuing basis had already been approved by the Senate on May 22 
and that it would now need similar action by the House. If finally 
approved, he said the Corcoran would seek a further $300,000 for 
next year. Mr, Kreeger warmly commended Mr, Koteen and Mr. Schwartz, 
and others who had worked on this important project, for their de¬ 
voted and effective efforts in support of this important legisla¬ 
tion, He offered to Mr. Koteen the services of other members of the 
Board who might be in a position to be helpful in promoting affirma¬ 
tive action on this proposal in the House. 

Dr, Marzio reported that the south retaining wall on the 17th 
Street side of the Gallery building had caved in as a result of 
water backup from the recent heavy rains, and that prompt repair 
of the damage was imperative for reasons of safety and to prevent 
further deterioration. He said that several bids had already been 
received, in the $12-16,000 range, and requested authorization to 
engage a reliable contractor fbr the best available price. This 
request was approved by the Board, 

Election of New Board Member 


As Chairman of the Nominating Committee, Mr. Jewett reported 
that at its meeting on May 7 the Committee had decided to nominate 
for election as Term Trustee, for a term ending in January 1982,

Mrs. Yates was duly elected by the Board. (A copy of the Nominating 
Committee report transmitting the foregoing nomination is attached.) 

Increase in Friends Membership Dues 

Mr. Gerstin, President of the Friends of the Corcoran, reported 
that the board of directors of the Friends had proposed an increase 
in the Friends membership dues from the present $100 to '>125# and 
asked for Trustee approval of this proposal. After a brief discus¬ 
sion, the B®. rd approved such an increase, to take effect as of 
January 1, 1981. 

Resignation of Dean Thomas 

Dr. Marzio announced with regret that Peter Thomas, Dean of 
the Corea* an Art School, had resigned to accept the position of Art 
Director of the Federal Reserve Board in Washington, effective 
May 27, 1980. He urged the members of the Board to attend an informal 
farewell paty for Mr* Thomas to be held at the School on June i}.. 

Concerning recruitment of a new Dean, the Director said th* he 
was relying for advice on two ad hoc committees to be drawn from the 
Art School Committee and the School Faculty. He stated that once the 
field had been narrowed to 3 or k, candidates the Board of Trustees 
would be drawn into the selection process. He predicted that the 
recruiting task would be a long one and that it might be January 
1981 before a new Dean was installed. For this reason he said that 
it might be necessary to appoint an Acting Dean, but requested more 
time before making a final decision on this point. 

Mr. Kreeger proposed an act of recognition by the Trustees of 
Mr. Thomas* great contributions to the Corcoran during his years as 
Assistant Dean and Dean of the Art School, such act to consist of 





a resolution of appreciation to be presented to Mr* Thomas on 
behalf of the members of the Board* This proposal was enthusiasti¬ 
cally approved by the 3oard* 

Associate Director’s Report 

Ms. Livingston described to the Board the Corcoran’s "exciting” 
summer exhibition schedule, including Puppets :Art and Entertainment 
(June 7 - August 17) aid the Philip G-uston exhibition (funded by 
SCM) opening on July 17* Hr. Marzio commented on the success of the 
first in the series of open Thursday evenings at the Corcoran, made 
possible by a grant from Mobil, He noted that evening attendance on 
that date. May 22, exceeded the daytime attendance for that day. 

Ms. Livingston said that the free Puppet Show should attract large 
crowds, including children, during its summer run. 

Committee Reports 

Reporting for the Development and Membership Committee , Chair¬ 
man FitzGerald announced that the SurPrize Party on May 20 had been 
a great success. He said that 870 tickets had been sold and that 
the event should show a profit of over $L|.0,000 for the School, He 
expressed thanks to all concerned, particularly Dean Thomas and 
Chairman Nancy Dutton, for this important sticcess. He said also 
that contributions to the School had increased substantially over 
last year, but that a more stable and long-range funding structure 
for the School must be established. «■ He stated that in the 
generally encouraging picture of Corcoran fund-raising the one dis¬ 
couraging element was Trustee giving: against a 1979/80 goal of 
$22 $,000 and an actual 1978/79 figure of S17i;,763, a total of only 
$67,000 had been received by April 30, with less than half of the 
Trustees contributing. He added that 000 was needed per year 

per Trustee, and that almost '3160,000 more was required by August 
31 to meet the 1979/80 goal. Mr, Kreeger supported Mr. FitzGerald’s 
comments and reiterated the vital inportance of Trustee giving to 
the fiscal health of the institution, * * Mr, FitzGerald stated 










that another major financial goal facing the Committee was to raise 
an additional $175*000 to match an outstanding National Endowmait 
for the Arts grant for climate control (i.e. lst-stage air con¬ 
ditioning). He added that an ad hoc subcommittee under Mr# Kinney’s 
leadership was working on this priority project and already had 
tentative commitments for approximately $100,000. Mr. Kreeger em¬ 
phasized that this financial go a l was over and above operating 
budget fund-raising. *»* * * Dr. Marzio commented on the success of 
the Donors' Dinner on May 12, and called attention to the new 
Donors' Plaque recently installed in the Atrium. 

Mrs. Vanderpool, Chairman of the Works of Art Committee , said 
that the Committee had discussed the FT - 1980 exhibition budget at 
its last meeting and hoped to finalize that budget at its June 
meeting. 

Reporting for the Buildings and Grounds Committee , I**. Hull 
stated that working drawings for the Auditorium renovation were ex¬ 
pected in about 2 weeks, and air conditioning estimates in about a 
month. Referring to the cash flow problem involved in funding the 
Auditorium renovation in advance of the receipt of pledged funds 
from the Armand Hammer Foundation, Mr, Kreeger said that Mr. Silver- 
stein was exploring the possibility of low-interest loans to avert 
the necessity of drawing down from the Endowment Fund. He added 
that the renovated Auditorium should be ready in time for the open¬ 
ing of the Hammer exhibition on October 1, 1980 . 

With respect to the possible sale of the Dupont Center premises, 

Mr. Hull said that the Corcoran was asking $975*000 with a 2>% 
commission not to exceed $25*000. He added, however, that the Cor¬ 
coran was not pushing the sale because of the uncertain availability 
of the Jackson School building, intended to serve as alternative 
space. 

On behalf of the Art School Committee , Mr. Swift expressed 
pleasure over the success of the SurPrize Party and regret over the 
resignation of Dean Thomas. In the latter connection, he expressed 
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the hope that the School Faculty would remain intact despite the 
departure of the Dean. * Mr. Swift reported that enrolment 

prospects were good for the Summer Session, and that the Summer 
School in Maine was fully subscribed. Dr. Marzio reported 

that the target date for the 1980 Beaux Arts Masquerade was now 
set for September 12, that staffing of the committee was already 
under x^ay, and that co-chairmen would be named before long. He 
commented that the severe drain on staff time experienced last year 
would be avoided this year by paying people to work; also that the 
Women’s Committee would play a greater role in Beaux Arts volunteer 
work this year. ■* * Reverting to the problem of the Jackson 

School, Dr. Marzio observed that negotiations with the D.C. School 
Board were largely stalled because of school system politics and 
the difficulty of arranging direct-contact negotiations. He added 
that despite these difficulties he remained hopeful. 

Speaking for the Investment and Finance Committee , Mir. Folger 
reported that the Endowment Fund was down to about $2*88 million. 

He said that while interest income from short-term securities had 
been higher recently, it was now falling with declining interest 
rates. 

In the absence of the Chairman of the Education/Shop Committee , 
Dr.. Marzio reported on a recent meeting of the Committee to dis¬ 
cuss accessibility for the handicapped, as a result of which he 
said that new budget items were being prepared in that area. He 
also conveyed the opinion of the Committee Chairman that not enough 
x^as being done to attract new members from among the large crox^ds 
often attending Corcoran events. 

Mrs. Alper, Chairman of the Special Events Committee , reported 
that the Musical Evenings series had ended the 1979/80 season x-iith 
a modest profit of $2,3^8. She urged members of the Board to sub¬ 
scribe to the 1980/81 series. Mr. Kreeger supported lies. Alper's 
remarks and commented on the bargain price of the series; he also 
expressed regret that Trustee participation up to now had not been 
greater. * * Mrs. Alper announced that anthropologist Dr, 
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Richard Sorensen would address the Washington Art Group luncheon 
on June 16. 

Representing the Public Relations Committee , Mr* Scherer 
displayed a new Corcoran poster and a redesigned letterhead series. 

Mrs. Denby, Chairman of the Women's Committee , reported that 
the 1980 Corcoran Ball had produced an estimated profit of $90,000, 
She said that Mrs, Rasenberger had been named Chairman of the 1981 


Ball. 


Docent Chairman Mrs. Collins reported on the success of the 
Docents Open House held at the Corcoran on May 21 and attended by 
more than 200 museum volunteers from around the country. In another 
event the Wellesley College museum docents were hosted at the Cor¬ 
coran, She praised the Corcoran's Education Department staff, and 
said that the Gallery now has 35 active Docents. 

Mr, Gerstin, President of the Friends of the Corcoran , stated 
that membership in the Friends was holding firm at 825, but that it 
was hoped to raise it to 1,000, in part by upgrading existing Cor¬ 
coran memberships. * * Mrs. Bechhoefer reviewed current and 
planned Friends activities, including a projected 1-week trip to 
Mexico City in November for the opening of the exhibition of 
paintings drawn from the collections of the Corcoran and other 
Washington museums. She said that the $675 price of the Friends 
trip would include a $100 contribution to the Corcoran. 


There being no further business the meeting was adjourned 
at 1:58 p.m.

MINUTES OF THE MEETING OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 
CORCORAN GALLERY OF ART 
July 28, 1980 


The regular bimonthly meeting of the Board of Trustees of the 
Corcoran Gallery of Art was held at the Gallery on Monday, 

July 28, 1980. The following members of the Board were present: 
Mesdames Alper, Bechhoefer, Boorstin, Gart, Marks, Nolan , and 
Yates; and Messrs. Bond, Carter, Firestone, FitzGerald, Folger, 
Freeman, Hall, Hull, Jewett (Chairman), Scherer, Schwartz, and 
Slaughter. Also present were Dr. Marzio, Director and Chief Executive 
Officer; Ms. Goffe, Director of Finance and Planning; Adm. Snead, 
Director of Buildings and Grounds; Mrs. Yerkes, Acting Dean of the 
Art School; Ms. Tilley, Special Events; and Mrs. Collins, retiring 
Docent Chairman. 

Mr. Jewett called the meeting to order at 12:30 p.m. As the first 
order of business the Board approved the Minutes of the Board 
meeting of May 23, 1980. 

The Chairman then welcomed Mrs. Yates to her first meeting as a 
Corcoran Trustee. He also welcomed Mrs. Noland, newly appointed 
Docent Chairman, who was introduced by her predecessor, Mrs. Collins. 


Feasibility Study of Possible New Corcoran Building Addition 

Referring to the so-called Westreich Proposal presented to the 

Board at its March 24 meeting, Mr. Jewett reported that Trustee 
Oliver Carr had undertaken to provide the proposed study of the 
economic viability and general feasibility of constructing an office 
building on the plot of ground at the north-west corner of the 
Corcoran building, presently used as a staff parking lot. He said 
that the conclusions reached by this study would be transmitted to 
the Buildings and Grounds Committee. Mr. Jewett expressed the 
appreciation of the Board for Mr. Carr's assistance in this matter. 

Financial Report 

Dr. Marzio presented and commented upon the Statement of Income and 
Expenses for the Museum and School for the 10-month period ending 
June 30, 1980 (attached). Pointing out the positive Fund Balance 
for the School of $131,878, he cautioned that this surplus would 
certainly decline during the low-income period of the summer months, 
and that the School would probably finish the Fiscal Year with a 
deficit of approximately $10,000. 

On the Museum side, he said the Corcoran should end the Fiscal Year 
in the black by at least $200,000, due largely to the $250,000 
Challenge Grant from the National Endowment for the Arts. He noted 
that this grant could be applied to operating costs, thus easing 
the cash flow situation, with the surplus going into the Endowment 
Fund. He reminded the Board, however, that this was a one-time grant. 
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Proposed Museum and School Budgets for 1980/81 

Referring to the Summaries of the two Budgets already distributed 
to the Board (attached), the Director emphasized that the entire 
70 page combined Budget was available for Trustee scrutiny should 
any members of the Board desire to examine it in detail. He then 
described the process of Budget preparation and review which had 
preceded presentation to the full Board. 

Turning first to the School Budget, Dr. Marzio called attention to 
the striking increase in School grants and gifts, from $28,510 in 
FY 1979 to $206,175 in the first ten months of FY 1980. He pointed 
out, however, that at least $257,000 and perhaps as much as $285,000 
would be needed in FY 1981 in order to bridge the budgetary gap 
resulting from spiraling costs. He said also that the School 
would have to start spending money on student recruiting, especially 
for the Open Program which had tended to be neglected since the 
inauguration of the BFA Program. He added that it was important 
to keep tuition charges below university levels since the School 
was not in a position to provide many university-type facilities 
and services. 

As for the Museum Budget, he pointed out that it included, in 
addition to strictly Museum items, the bulk of central administrative 
costs for services shared by both Museum and School. He said that 
the first draft of the Museum budget had been drawn up by the Works 
of Art Committee and then sent on the Investment and Finance Committee 
which had cut $150,000 out of the Budget to be set aside for 
possible re-introduction at the end of the calendar year if conditions 
warrant. 

The Director called attention to the Grants and Gifts goal of 
$1,074,000 for FY 1981, a figure which he said represented an 
increase over the FY 1980 Grants and Gifts income minus the NEA 
Challenge Grant. He stated that certain Income items (e.g. Member¬ 
ship) needed to be increased and that it was hoped to do so in the 
coming year. He added that the Park Service contribution of 
$150,000 was expected to be repeated in FY 1981, but that if it 
were not this would create a serious problem for the Budget. 

He commented that, although investment income from the Endowment 
Fund promised to be at a lower rate in the future because of the 
recent sharp decline in interest rates, this negative factor should 
be largely offset by recent additions to the Fund from such sources 
as the Finley bequest and the Sothebv Parke Bernet art auction. 

With a view to facilitating budgetary planning, he said that hence¬ 
forth the submission time for grant applications would be moved 
ahead 6 months so that responses from prospective major sources of 
grant income can be received early in the year. He characterized 
such responses as major planning guides. 

During the ensuing discussion of the proposed Budgets, Dr. Marzio 
made the following additional points: although Corcoran office 
expenses have more than doubled in the past two years, they have 
not been extravagant; the high printing (i.e. catalogue) costs 
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reflected in the Museum Budget are a necessary corollary to the 
type of major exhibitions which can attract major grants; the 
Budgets as proposed have been reviewed in a painstaking and detailed 
manner by the Investment and Finance Committee and can be described 
as "large but lean". 

The proposed Budgets for FY 1981 were thereupon approved by the 
Board. 

Appointment of Acting Dean 

The Director announced that, with the approval of the Search 
Committee and the Executive Committee, Mrs. Yerkes had been named 
to serve as Acting Dean of the School until the end of the calendar 
year. He added that she had resigned as a Corcoran Trustee for the 
period of her service as Acting Dean. He then expressed to 
Mrs. Yerkes the appreciation of her colleagues for her willingness 
to take on this important responsibility. 

Jackson School Building 

The Director announced that the D. C. Board of Education had in the 
previous week voted unanimously to authorize use of the former 
Jackson School building in Georgetown by the Corcoran School and 
a partner organization. He said that while the Jackson School space 
would be rent-free (hopefully for a period of 10 years), maintenance 
and utilities would cost the Corcoran about $50,000 a year. He 
added that space in the building would be shared on a 65/35 percentage 
basis with the partner organization. Concerning the latter, Dr.Marzio 
stated that the organization in question was a group of artists 
known as "A. Salon", without whose assistance the Corcoran might 
very well not have succeeded in obtaining the Jackson School space. 

He said that the availability of that space would enable the Corcoran 
finally to vacate and dispose of the Dupont Center building. 

As a means of acquiring needed additional space for the School and 
at the same time establishing a Corcoran presence in the burgeoning 
7th Street arts area, the Director said that consideration was 
being given to the rental of space in a vacant building at 7th 
and D Streets NW and that discussions to that end were under way 
with the owner. 

Election of New Board Member 

Mr. Jewett, in his capacity as Chairman of the Nominating Committee, 
presented the Committee's nomination of Colleen (Mrs.Daniel J.) 
Callahan for election as Term Trustee, for a term ending in 
January 19 82. Mrs. Callahan was duly elected by the Board. (A copy 
of the Nominating Committee report transmitting the foregoing 
nomination is attached.) 

Committee Reports 


Chairman FitzGerald of the Development and Membership Committee 
reported that contributions to the operating budget for the month 
of July had totaled $274,679, the major part of which was in the 
form of the $250,000 NEA Challenge Grant. He then reviewed grant 
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submissions made since June 9, 1980 totalling nearly a million dollars, 
including a request for a $221,000 low interest loan from the Edyth Bush 
Charitable Foundation to enable the Corcoran to fund the Auditorium 
renovation in advance of the receipt of pledged funds from the Hammer 
Foundation. 

He said that Trustee giving was still way below its projected goal, 
although most other source categories had already met or surpassed 
their goals. He reiterated that giving is an inherent part of Trustee 
responsibility, no matter how large or small the individual gift, 
and noted that to date only 39 out of 57 Trustees had contributed 
this year. (A copy of the July 1980 Development Report is attached.) 

Mr. Hull, Chairman of the Buildings and Grounds Committee , reported 
that the Auditorium renovation was proceeding well and rapidly. 

He said that a contract had been let in the amount of $6,000 for 
repair of the south retaining wall, and that work should commence 
on July 29. 

Alluding to the above-mentioned Jackson School decision, he said 
that delays in reaching that decision had complicated the disposition 
of the Dupont Center building, for which only one serious offer 
had been received to date. 

As outgoing Docent Chairman, Mrs. Collins remarked on the continuing 
success of the Puppet Show in the Atrium. She said the Summer Docent 
Program was in full swing and that plans were being made for the 
Fall season. She added that the present number of Docents was 38 
and that recruiting was under way to bring that figure to 48 or 50. 

Speaking for the Art School Committee, Mr.Schwartz expressed the 
Committee's pleasure over the appointment of Mrs. Yerkes as Acting 
Dean, stating that no one knew more about the space needs of the 
School than she. 

He voiced support for the new School Budget; reported that Summer 
School enrollment was slightly below target, and said that action 
on various pending items of School business was being postponed in 
anticipation of the appointment of a new Dean. 

Mr. Scherer reported that the Public Relations Committee had 
been concerning itself with publicity for the Armand Hammer 
exhibition opening in October. 

Report of the Acting Dean 

Mrs. Yerkes described some of the complications and inconveniences 
being visited upon the School by reason of the Auditorium renovation, 
but said that all concerned were coping. 

Concerning the Jackson School, she stated that space allotments in 
the new building were being worked out. She referred also to the 
early need for a passenger shuttle service between the Corcoran 
building and the Jackson School, and invited anyone with a spare 
van to make it available for such purpose. 
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Mrs. Yerkes reported that the new Open Program brochure was at 
the printers, and expressed hope it would lend new appeal to 
that Program. Dr. Marzio reiterated the need for the Open 
Program brochure, which he said would cost about $3,500. He 
said that inclusion of this figure in the present Budget would 
require an adjustment, but hoped that it could be put over to 
the FY 1981 Budget. 

In response to Dr. Marzio's request, the Board approved the requisite 
adjustment in the FY 1980 Budget if the Corcoran Auditor does not 
agree to carry the cost of the brochure over to the FY 1981 Budget. 

There being no further business, the meeting was adjourned at 
1:55 p.m.
